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FARMERS CO-OPERATIVE MEETING 
AT GLENGARRY. 


On Wednesday night, 2nd instant, a 
meeting of the farmers of Glengazty, 
Riviere Qui Barre and Morinville was he!d 
at Mr. Ryans, to take into consideration 
the advisability of building a grist mill 
in the vicinity. Mr. Maleney, M. L. A., 
was appointed chairman and the undersign- 
ed secretary. The chairman explained the 
object of the meeting, and called on the 
farmers to discuss the propriety of building 
a mill. A letter was reud by Mr. J. F, 
McRae from Joseph Patenaud, Star Lake, 
Vilas Co., Wis., stating that he would 
operate a mill on conditions in this country. 
References were also read as to his ability 
asa millwright. Mr. Ryan was in favor of 
pbuilding a mill on the co-operative plan; and 
said that in the production of wheat this 
country can’t be beat. Mr. Timney spoke 
in favor of forming a company on a syste- 
matic plan with competent directors; a 
man to operate it sould easily be procured. 
ie would be very glad to see steps that 
woulé lead to the establishment of a mili in 
the vicinity Mr. R. A. McDonald thonght 
t wasastepin the right direction. He 
thought if the farmers would put up the 
frame that men would be found to put the 
proper machinery in the mill, as the build- 
cng and site would be sufficient security 
Mr. Donivan, in a practical speech, said it 
was time the farmers would awaken to 
iheir own interests; they were at present 
the slaves of the manufacturers, and not 
the least burden that they had to bear was 
set on their shoulders by the mills now 
operating. Mr. Doolan was ready to pay a 
good share in cash if the mght steps were 
taken. Mr. Dupuis was in favor of the 
farmers co-operating. Mr. Hagman 
thought it was a step Im the right direction. 
Mr. Rodberg thought very little capital 
was needed ; if the company were incorpor- 
sted the money would easily be procured. 
Mr. Maloney explained the requisites of a 
joint stock company ; also how an incor- 
porated compary was procured. He also 
suggested to form a committee to corres- 
pond with manufacturers, and find out 
where the best and cheapest outfit for a 
mill eould be procured. Fy resolution the 

lowing gentlemen were appointed a com- 
mittee to look after correspondence and to 
solicit subseriptions for shares: Messrs. 
John Timney, R. A. McDonald, Joseph 
Pourier, Joseph Dupuis, John Hagman and 
O. N. La Valle. Each share was valued at 
$20. Twenty-five per cent., at least, of 
each share to be paid at the first call of 
directors ; no other call to be made within 
six months. Itwasdecided that a mill of 
a capacity of 75 to 100 barrels per day be 
erected, committee to find out the cost. 
The object of the above ig to assist in build- 
ing a fleur mill tor the benefit of the stock- 
holders. The limit of shares to each stock- 
holder not to exceed ten. A subscription 
list was opened and forty names were added 
to it on the spot, $1,700 was subscribed. 
The public are well pleased with the bus- 
iness spirit that moved and animated this 
meeting and other meetings are called at 
the following dates and places at seven 

‘clock each evening. At Mr. Hagmen’s 
Long lake on Monday, 14th ; Morinville on 
Tuesday, 15th; Namao school, Sturgeon 
river, Wednesday, 16th; St. Albert on 
Thursday, 17th; Stony Plain, Spruce 
Grove, Friday, 18th; Glengarry school 
on Tuesday, 22nd. A general meeting is 
called at Glengarry on the 22nd ; It is ex- 
pected that the committee will be able to 
report on that night what information they 
have reeeived from their correspondents. 
Other information will be given as to what 
final steps will be taken.

W.J. MeLean, who came in on last 
train with the Yukon Valley Prospect- 
ing & Mining Co., was from 63 to 73 
in charge cf the Hndson’s Bay Com- 
pany’s post at Fort Liard. In reply 
to a request fer informe tion regarding 
that region, and the navigation of the 
Liard in particular, Mr. McLean 
stated: Tracking up the Liard from 
Fort Simpson to Fort Liard was never 
considered difficult by the Hudson 
Bay Company's mes, in fact there is 
nothing difficult about it, if taken at 
the right time of the year, that is 
when the water is not too high. The 
periods of high water are when the 
ice comes Cuwn with the spring rush 
and again when the snow first starts 
to thaw in the mountains. The rivers 
break up from the 20th of April to 
the 4th of May. The first difficulty 
to be met with in tracking up the 
river is the rapids which extend for 


30 or 40 miles below the Devil’s 
Portage. These rapids commence 


about 100 miles above Fort Liard, 
and are certainly difficult to track up 
during the period of high. water In 
the early days the company’s men 
used to shoot them with their loaded 
boats, going down with the ice when 
it broke up. The Devil’s portage is 
not difficult, as the ascent and descent 
from and to the river are easy and 
the portage is only three miles long. 
The best time to track up the rapids 
is from the Ist of September to the 
cose of navigation which is generally 
about the middle of October. After 
the Devil’s portage 1s passed naviga- 
tion is fairly good up te the Brule 
portage which is a mile long; and from 
Fort Halkett to Francis lake the river 
is easily navigable if suitable boats 
are used and by a suitable boat I 
mean one that is large enough to carry 
from three to three and a half tons, 
and not larger. There are a number 
of portages over this stretch, but the 
only one of any extent is the Brule 
and it is easy to cross. The Devil’s 
portage is the dividing line between 
the upper and lower Liard. The 
water shed of the Pelly and. Liard is 
at Francis lake. Mr. McLean knew 
of gold in paying quantities having 
been found on the Liard as far back 
as 72. It was during his regime at 
Fort Liard that an old Cariboo miner 
named McCulloch came up the river 
from Fort Simpson and went on to 
the upper Liard where he washed out 
$27,000 in one season and went out 
by the Dease and Stickeen rivers. 

“The water route via the Athabasca 
and Mackenzie river is undoubtedly 
the poor man’s route.” Mr. Me- 
Lezn stated: “Tf the boat is the 
right kind the miner can take it right 
through to the upper waters of the 
Pelly by this route.” 

While he was stationed at Fort 
Liard Mr. Mclean tried agriculture 
and his experiments were eminently 
satisfactory. lhe was successful in 
cultivating wheat and barley, while 
potatoes, carrots, turnips, cabbage and 
corn grew in abundance. 

The Yukon Valley Prospecting &
